ABOUT STONE DRAINS. 


A Simple, and Yet Subttfuitlal, Way ofCon- 
itructlug Them. 


I have had some experience In drain- 


ing with stone and tile, and as fai 
as my experience goes I would not 
give one stone drain for any three of 
tiling, when they aio properly put in 
A stone diain, in my estimation, has a 
gloat deal more vent than tile, to re- 
ceive the water along the top and sides, 
and therefore I consider them far su- 
pciior 
The tile drain has not this ad 


vantage, as they are small and joints 
up pretty close so they can not receive 
as much water as the stone dram. 
Where there is a natural spring flow- 
ing from one or two openings and run- 
ning over the land and causing it to be 
swampy, I think the tiling first-class 
for this kind of draining, but where 
the ground ia swampy and wet from 
all sides, I consider the stone ditch fai 
ahead of any thing that can be sub- 
stituted. 


I dig my ditch 22 inches wide on top, 


3J feet deep, and taper off to 6 or 7 
inches in the bottom. Then take small 
flat stones and lay thorn on edge, three 
or four, according to thickness, along- 
side each other through. These stones 
at e from one inch thick to tluee inches 
I then put from five to eight inches of 
bioken stone on top of these, from the 
size of a walnut to the size of a veiy

1 have expei icnced some difficult} in 


ditching wheie there was no solid bot- 
tom, 
and will tell how /I overcame it. 


I threw m a lot of large stones till the} 
came up even with bottom of ditch 
This laised up a considerable quantity 
of muck 
I then took a plank or inch 


boaid and put in, pressing the muck on 
top of the board; then got into ditch 
and shoveled all the muck off of plank 
This left a nice solid bottom 
Leave 


plank in bottom and fill stone in as be- 
foi c and youi ditch will never fail 


I forgot to mention that breaking 


the stone all up and throwing them in 
ditch without placing them on edge 
makes a veiy good ditch and it will not 
stop up, but I prefer the nrst plan, es 
pecially where there is not much lull. 
Where there is a good fall I would not

Sudden Death. 


General Richard Uow«tt,of Onrlinville, 


111., dropped dead ot heart disease short- 
ly after 11 o'clock yesterday at the Wash- 
ington Park Club track in Chicago. He 
was attending a horse Bale in which he 
was interested, and got into u dispute 
about a bill. He got somewhat excited 
over the matter and suddenly fell to the 
ground dead. 


General Rowett.who was born in Eng- 


land, served in the Union army, being 
Colonel of the Seventh Dlinoia Infantry, 
and was conspicuous for bravery at Al- 
toona. He was wounded in one log and 
was lame the remainder of his life. He 
took a prominent part in politics, and his 
handsome face has been seen and his 
strong voice hus been heard in nearly 
every Republican state convention for the 
past twenty years. He held several pub- 
lic offices with credit to himself and hon- 
or to the state. He served as one of the 
penitentiary commissioners, and was the 
last Republican internal revenue collec- 
tor for the Quincy district. On his farm 
in Macoupin county he engaged in the 
business of raising blooded stock. Poli- 
ticians, horsemen, farmers, and, in fact, 
most every one in Illinois, knew General 
Rowett, and those who knew him beet 
liked him most. The General '.ad many 
personal acquaintances in Decatur. He 
was here during the campaign of 1884.
